Smoking ban passes 

Council nixes butts for outdoor areas throughout HRM

Halifax Regional Council 
voted to ban smoking in 
hundreds of new outdoor 
areas across the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Municipality last 
night. 

It was done to protect 
children from second-hand 
smoke, though kids don’t 
need to be present at the 
time. Instead staff will pick 
a list of areas — such as 
sports fields and skate 
parks — that are frequent¬ 
ed by children. 

Council chose to enact 


the new ban through a poli¬ 
cy rather than a bylaw. That 
means it is implemented 
immediately without pub¬ 
lic consultation. But there 
will be a two-month wait¬ 
ing period before staff pick 
which of HRM’s 900 sites 
will be smoke-free. 

Purcell’s Cove-Armdale 
Coun. Linda Mosher pro¬ 
posed the motion after 
hearing complaints of 
coaches and parents smok¬ 
ing around children’s 
sports games. 

“What kind of message 
does it send if a coach is 
standing there smoking?” 
she asked. 


Many councillors said 
they’d like to go even far¬ 
ther, with Debbie Hum 
(Rockingham-Wentworth) 
saying she’d like to ban 
smoking altogether. 

Others questioned 

whether the policy goes too 
far. Deputy Mayor David 
Hendsbee called it “heavy- 
handed” because smoking 
could be banned from an 
entire park just because of 
a canteen or baseball dia¬ 
mond in one corner. 

“You’ve got to be some¬ 
what reasonable in your ap¬ 
proach,” Hendsbee said. 

Fairview-Clayton Park 
Coun. Russel Walker said 


council should be asking 
for public opinion rather 
than “going through the 
back door” and approving 
it without consultation. 

But when it came time to 
vote, council unanimously 
supported the motion. 

Two places automatically 
included in the ban are 
Point Pleasant Park and 
Hemlock Ravine Park. Both 
were already declared 
smoke free in 2003 because 
downed trees from Hurri¬ 
cane Juan could be a fire 
hazard. 

Smoking is also banned 
on artificial turf fields to 
protect their surfaces.

Police had been 
searching for the man after 
he unexpectedly “bolted in¬ 
to the woods” with a long 
gun late in the morning 
from the rear of the house 
in Lanesville. 

Police had said it wasn’t 
difficult for the suspect to 
flee even though the house 
was surrounded by police 
officers, negotiators and 
technical specialists. 

RCMP officers on the 
scene didn’t fire any shots 
when the man fled. 

The standoff began Mon¬ 
day morning after police 
got a call from a local 
woman who told them 
someone had shot at her 
husband’s vehicle as he 
drove down a road. 

Police said several shots 
were fired from the home 
as police attempted to 
establish communication, 
but the man refused to ne¬ 
gotiate.

mansion Close to three 
years and about $6 million 
worth of renovations to 
Government House are al¬ 
most complete. 

The province’s Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation and 
Infrastructure Renewal held 
a technical tour briefing for 
media yesterday at the 205- 
year-old mansion, which 
has been undergoing reno¬ 
vations since December of 
2006. 

Project manager Ron 
Jeppesen said they expect fi¬ 
nal touches to the home 
that houses the province’s 
lieutenant-governor to be 
complete by the end of the 
month. 

“We’re about two-and-a- 
half weeks to construction 
completion,” Jeppesen said 
as he stood inside the man¬ 
sion’s second-floor drawing 
room. “We have some 
cleaning to do — windows, 
floors, everything has to get 
clean — then the furniture 
starts to get placed.” 

Most of the work done to 
the house are things you 
don’t see. The entire sprin¬ 
kler and electrical systems 
were replaced, and there 
are also brand-new heating, 
plumbing and ventilation 
systems. Architectural fin¬ 
ishes were also done, which 
took a great deal of time. 

Speaking of time, it was 
initially thought this reno¬ 
vation project would take 
about two years, but that 
was bumped to close to 
three when a “destructive 
analysis” was done on the 
building to “find out what 
was wrong.” 

As well, an early cost esti¬ 
mate of $3.3 million grew to 
just over $6 million. 


Moving day 

• Lt.-Gov. Mayann Francis is 
scheduled to move into the 
renovated Government 
House sometime next 
month. Francis has been liv¬ 
ing in her own residence in 
the meantime. 


“That wasn’t a budget — 
it was a figure arrived at 
about two years before we 
started here,” Jeppesen said 
of the difference between 
the two figures. 

Of course, some taxpay¬ 
ers might not be thrilled to 


see this amount of money 
going towards renovations 
for the living quarters of the 
province’s Queen represen¬ 
tative. But Jeppesen said he 
feels this is money well 
spent. 

“Why would you not is 
my question,” he said. “This 
is one of the three most im¬ 
portant buildings in the 
province — culturally and 
historically. 

“You have a choice. You 
either look after your his¬ 
toric buildings or you don’t. 
If you don’t, they slide into 
disrepair and ruin — almost 
the state where this one 
was.”

N.S. resident 
shares Nobel 


Physics prize awarded for CCD 
sensor used in digital cameras 


Halifax resident Willard 
Boyle is reminded all the 
time about the work he 
did 40 years ago that led 
to him sharing the 2009 
Nobel Prize in physics yes¬ 
terday. 

“When I go around these 
days and see everybody us¬ 
ing our little digital cameras 
everywhere, although they 
don’t use exactly our CCD, 
it started it all,” Boyle said 
after learning he is sharing 
the prestigious award with 
Americans George E. Smith 
and Charles K. Kao. 

Boyle, 85, who was bom 
and raised in 
Amherst, and now 
makes his home in 
Halifax, invented 
with Smith an imag¬ 
ing semiconductor 
circuit known as the 
CCD sensor. 

The device is the 
eye of digital cameras Willard 
and is also used in 
delicate surgical instru¬ 
ments. 

In its citation, the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Sci¬ 
ences said “CCD technology 
makes use of the photoelec¬ 
tric effect, as theorized by 
Albert Einstein and for 
which he was awarded the 
1921 year’s Nobel Prize.” 

The two men, working at 
Bell Labs in New Jersey, de¬ 
signed an image sensor that 
could transform light into a 
large number of image 
points, or pixels, in a short 
time. 

“It revolutionized photog¬ 
raphy, as light could now be

captured electronically in¬ 
stead of on film,” the acade¬ 
my said. 

Boyle said the biggest 
achievement resulting from 
his work was when images 
of Mars were trans¬ 
mitted back to Earth 
using digital cam¬ 
eras. 

Harold Crowell, 
who is a friend of 
Boyle’s and lives in

was proud and excit¬ 
ed by his friend’s win. 

“He’s a great guy to know.

Survivor talks 
on polygamy 

Makes claims of rape and abuse

Living in polygamy is like 
living an Orwellian night¬ 
mare, says a former Boun¬ 
tiful resident and 
daughter of one of the 
founders of the communi¬ 
ty. 

Brenda Jensen said her 
life was like that of the 
characters in Animal Farm, 
where the community 
lived in fear and was gov¬ 
erned by corrupt, ignorant 
and greedy leaders. 

“Polygamy is an empty 
black hole,” said Jensen, 
58. “It sucks the life out of 
life. I hated everything to 
do with it. I hated 
polygamy.” 

Jensen, who now lives in 
Nevada, said girls were 
raped and were told the 
abuse was a “lesson from 
God.” The boys, she said, 
were given “carte 
blanche.” 

Jensen was a teenager 
when her father, Harold 
Blaclcmore, moved the 
family — including his two 
wives and dozen children 
— away from the funda¬ 
mentalist Mormon com¬ 
munity, which he called 
the “holy mafia.” 

“The more wives (the 
men) have, the more chil¬ 
dren and the more wel¬ 
fare,” Jensen said. 


Crusader fights 

• When charges against two 
polygamist leaders from 
Bountiful were quashed by a 
B.C. Supreme Court judge, 
Audrey Vance became deter¬ 
mined to find another av¬ 
enue to break up a commu¬ 
nity she says violates 
women's rights. 

Vance is the co-chair of Al¬ 
tering Destiny through Edu¬ 
cation, a Creston-based or¬ 
ganization that helps 
women escape the nearby 
polygamist community. 

"Just because we've had a 
set-back, we can't quit," she 
said, with regards to the 
Sept. 22 decision made not 
to charge Winston Black- 
more and James Oler with 
polygamy. 

But Vance said the right to 
religious freedom is trump¬ 
ing the rights of women and 
children. “We've been mak¬ 
ing big allowances ... be¬ 
cause we want to be seen as 
(tolerant)." she said.

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More turning to 
food banks: Report 


economy The economic 
downturn has forced more 
Canadians to turn to food 
banks and feeding pro¬ 
grams, says a new report 
from the Salvation Army. 

The organization, billed 
as the largest non-govern¬ 
mental direct provider of 
social services in Canada, 
has more than 275 food 
banks and feeding pro¬ 
grams across Canada. 

A survey of staff across 
the country found that 72 
per cent of respondents 
said demand for food serv¬ 
ices has increased during 
the last 12 months. About 
40 per cent said food dona¬ 
tions have declined, while 
23 per cent noted an in¬ 


crease, according to results 
released yesterday. Almost 
24 per cent said donations 
had remained the same. 

“Everything that’s com¬ 
ing in is immediately get¬ 
ting packed into food pack¬ 
ages to give out to families 
as they’re coming 
through,” said Linda Wil¬ 
son, a frontline Salvation 
Army worker in Windsor, 
Ont., which has one of the 
highest unemployment 
rates in the country. 

“It’s a little bit frighten¬ 
ing for us to think about 
how we’re going to meet 
the need, and we don’t see 
anything changing any 
time soon.”

More than two million ba¬ 
bies and mothers die 
worldwide each year from 
childbirth complications, 
outnumbering child 
deaths from malaria and 
HIV/AIDS, according to a 
study released yesterday. 

The study, launched at the 
International Federation of 
Gynecology and Obstetrics 
world congress in South 
Africa, also showed that 
such deaths could be easily 
avoided. 

“The world will continue 
to miss the unheard cry of 
the 230 babies who die 
every hour from childbirth 
complications,” unless there 
is better planning and im¬ 
plementation of policies. 

Some 1.02 million babies 
are stillborn and another 
904,000 die soon after birth. 
By comparison, 820,000 
children die from malaria 


and 208,000 from HIV/AIDS 
worldwide. About 42 per 
cent of the world’s 536,000 
maternal deaths also occur 
during childbirth, according 
to the study. Africa and 
South Asia account for 
three-quarters of the deaths. 

“Each death is a tragedy 
to a family — actually a dou¬ 
ble tragedy since almost all 
these deaths could be pre¬ 
vented,” said Joy Lawn, who 
runs Save the Children’s 
Saving Newborn Lives cam¬ 
paign.

Cruelty videos 
at centre of case 

free speech U.S. Supreme

Canadian workers could 
see employment insurance 
premiums rise by $632 
over four years while em¬ 
ployers may face even big¬ 
ger hikes if the gov¬ 
ernment is to meet 
economic update 
targets, according 
to economic 
forecaster Dale Orr 
of Economic 
Insight. 

The analysis, re¬ 



leased yesterday, es- Jim Flaherty 
timates that Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaher¬ 
ty’s revenue projections on 
the El account builds in a 
sizable employment tax 
hike for both workers and 
employers of about $15.5 
billion by the 2014-15 
timetable laid out in last 
month’s update. When it 
issued the update, Ottawa 
said it could return to bal¬ 
ancing the budget after the 
2014-15 fiscal year without 
raising taxes, but did ac¬ 
knowledge it will likely en¬ 
tail increases in El premi¬ 
ums to balance the account 


over time. 

The new analysis puts a 
figure on just what it will 
take to do so. 

Economist Dale Orr says 
premiums must rise 
from the current 
$1.73 per $100 of 
earnings — which 
will be frozen for an¬ 
other year — to 
$2.33 over the next 
five years. 

That will result in 
an accumulated ex¬ 
tra payment of $632 


for every worker earning 
more than the bottom 
threshold of $42,300. 

As well, employers will 
need to fork over about 
$884 per worker during the 
period. 

“The government may 
not call it a tax, but if it 
quacks like a duck, it’s a 
duck,” said Orr in an inter¬ 
view. 

The economist added 
that employment taxes are 
among the worst a govern¬ 
ment can levy because it 
discourages employers 


from hiring by making 
employees more expen¬ 
sive. 

Orr, who usually does 
not make recommenda¬ 
tions in his report cards 
on government fiscal 
policies, made an 
exception in this case, 
saying Ottawa would do 
better to increase the GST 
by one point for two years 
to make up the difference. 

He said if Ottawa were to 
do neither — raise 
premiums or the GST — it 
would set the date for bal¬ 
ancing the budget back by 
about two years, to 2017- 
18.

GLK cuts no corners when it comes to style and performance

While most manufacturers 
are shying away from 
offering new SUVs, 
Mercedes-Benz has no less 
than five, the newest 
being the “compact” GLK. 

The reason compact is in 
quotes is because it’s inter¬ 
mediate to my eyes al¬ 
though it is classified in 
the compact class. 

But the compact SUV 
section is where the action 
is because they appeal to a 
lot of Canadians who 
aren’t as keen on large 
trucks like our American 
neighbours. 

And it could well be Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz has intentional¬ 
ly blurred this line to make 
it attractive to two sets of 
buyers. 

Visually, it is more up¬ 
right and squared off at the 
shoulders than a M-Class 
or big GL-Class and sculpt¬ 
ed in angular lines with a 
touch of “Jeepness,” a look 
that North Americans have 
come to identify with off- 
roaders. 

The beefy exterior is off¬ 
set by the luxurious interi¬ 
or that is similar in looks 
and feel to the M- and GL- 
Class. Mercedes cut no cor¬ 
ners on appointments and 
materials. 

The model we get here 
will be called the GLK 350 
4Matic with the 3.5-litre, 
DOHC V6 found in just 
about everything Mercedes 
builds. In the GLK it pro¬ 
duces 268 hp and 258 lb/ft 
of torque through the now, 
near standard 7G-Tronic 
seven-speed automatic/se¬ 
quential transmission.

Never mind the cap

If you’ve ever struggled 
with a gas cap, forgotten 
to put it back on, or had 
the “Check Engine” light 
up because you didn’t 
tighten the cap enough, 
you’ll appreciate Ford’s 
Easy Fuel capless filler. 

The system is now on 
several new Ford and Lin¬ 
coln models, and will 
eventually be on all 
of them. You sim- ^ 
ply open the fuel 
filler door, push 
an inner flap out i 
of the way with ' 
the gas pump 
nozzle, and refuel 
your vehicle. ^ 

“It’s pretty much 
what it looks like,” says 
Brian Aitlcen, supervisor 
for Ford’s core fuel sys¬ 
tems engineering in Michi¬ 
gan. 

“It’s a simple metal trap 
door held closed by latches 
at the 3 and 9 o’clock posi¬ 
tions. Those latches are the 
hooks that keep the door 
closed. They have two little 
lobes that detect the diam-

eter of the noz¬ 
zle, so as the cus¬ 
tomer inserts the 
proper-diameter noz¬ 
zle, they swing away left 
and right. That allows the 
nozzle to continue 
through and open the 
door.” 

The basic idea isn’t new. 
Some early patents date 
back to 1939; Ford held a 
patent in 1991. The 2003 
Ford GT, the company’s ex¬ 
otic supercar, was the first 
to use it, “and I’m sure that 


was mainly for the cool¬ 
ness factor,” Aitlcen says. 
“We had two or three sup¬ 
pliers who had been show¬ 
ing off this technology to 
us.” Ford’s European 
branch was the first to use 
it in volume production, 
introducing it on the 2008 
Ford Mondeo. 

When the inner flap is 
closed, the filler pipe is 
completely sealed. This 
prevents escaping fuel 
vapours — a situation that 
can illuminate the engine 


warning light. 

Since diesel and gaso¬ 
line nozzles are different 
sizes, the latches prevent 
filling with the wrong fu¬ 
el, and also guard against 
a thief siphoning the tank. 
And Aitlcen says that 
while he definitely 
doesn’t recommend it, 
“There are some people 
who have difficulty get¬ 
ting the cap off, so they 
don’t bother to put it back 
on. They just set it back in 
there for next time.” 

Ford estimates that the 
valve will stay tight for 
5,000 fill-ups, and the 
filler pipe is replaceable. 
The company is the only 
one currently offering the 
system in North America, 
but “it’s such a handy 
technology, I expect to 
see it in other automak¬ 
ers,” Aitlcen says. “There 
are different designs that 
use different technolo¬ 
gies.” 

And if it makes refu¬ 
elling so simple that you 
forget all about it, don’t 
worry: each car comes 
with a special plastic fun¬ 
nel that will let you fill it 
with a portable gas can.

urbocharging has 
been around al¬ 
most as long as the 
internal combus¬ 
tion engine. 

It didn’t really become a 
regular feature on produc¬ 
tion cars until the mid- 
1970s, and its persona then 
tended toward rock star. 

The poster boy for this 
scene was the just-released 
1976 Porsche 911 Turbo. 

This is the point in histo¬ 
ry when fuel economy start¬ 
ed to be a concern, but also 
when hairy dudes strutted 
around in platform shoes, 
bell-bottom pants and poly¬ 
ester shirts that were diffi¬ 
cult to button up all the way 
(I’m assuming); and the 
Porsche fit right in, with its 
wail tail spoiler, big fat rear 


tires, and in-your-face turbo 
power. 

This is also when all 
forms of top level racing 
found the turbo religion, 
which subsequently created 
wild 1.5-litre engines that 
shrieked out 1,000 to 1,500 
horsepower. 

Today there are still many 
practitioners of hairy turbo 
machinery. But no longer is 
turbo technology shaped by 
a quest for ultimate power. 
Today’s turbo era is being 
shaped by the proliferation 
of diesel engines, and the 
human and government cry 
for better fuel economy. 

I recently spoke to Tom 
Grissom, director of busi¬ 
ness development for Borg- 
Wamer Turbo & Emissions 
Systems, one of the world’s 
largest providers of auto¬ 
motive turbocharger 
systems.

mainstream, as the U.S. EPA 
emission and fuel require¬ 
ments drive toward a 35 
mpg fleet average in 2016,” 
noted Grissom. “Fuel effi¬ 
ciency is best achieved 
through smaller displace¬ 
ment engines.

“But if you simply down¬ 
size the engine, there will

The automaker at the 
forefront of this kind of 
“mass market” turbo de¬ 
ployment in North America 
is Ford. Its new EcoBoost en¬ 
gines feature both direct in¬ 
jection and turbocharging. 
The automaker feels these 
engines will be able to com¬ 
pete with larger engines 
on power and torque, 
but better them in fu¬ 
el efficiency. Ford has 
stated that by 2013, 
more than 90 per cent 
of its North American 


nameplates will be avail¬ 
able (standard or optionally) 
with an EcoBoost power- 
plant. 

But BorgWarner feels the 
largest growth potential for 
turbo-charging systems 
worldwide may be with 
diesel engines. 

Virtually any diesel en¬ 
gine introduced in the last 
few decades has been a tur¬ 
bocharged diesel engine. 
That black smoke you see 
coming out of old diesel 
cars and trucks, is that in 
certain drive cycles, there 
was too much diesel fuel in 
the combustion chamber 
compared to the amount of 
air that could get in there. A 
turbo can pack that cylin¬ 
der with the appropriate 


amount of air. 

Now that they’re this 
good and this useftil, might 
turbochargers be as ubiqui¬ 
tous as cup holders one 
day? Grissom thinks not, 
because there will always be 
vehicles needed at the very 
bottom of the price ladder, 
and while diesels are grow¬ 
ing in North America, they 
will not dominate as they 
have in Europe. 

But except to see them in 
virtually every type of vehi¬ 
cle, and through every 
looming and questionable 
fashion movement.

THE VERDICT: Hybrids are 
full of rare and un-proven 
technology, and many 
used-car shoppers won’t 
touch one with a forty-foot 
pole. Thankfully, in the 
case of the Insight, things 
look pretty good.

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The bumpy road of 
‘reformed’ civic justice

ur civil justice 
system is one 
of workplace 
law’s greatest 
flaws. Corpora¬ 
tions, with expensive 
lawyers and deeper pock¬ 
ets, are permitted to make 
the costs of litigation too 
excessive for the average 
employee. By introducing 
new rules for Jan. 1, 2010, 
however, the Ontario gov¬ 
ernment figured that 
would all change. Sweep¬ 
ing amendments to On¬ 
tario’s civil procedure were 
designed to make lawsuits 
more accessible and cost-ef¬ 
fective. The Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s press release boasts 
that the reforms will make 
it less expensive to access 
justice and easier to use the 
courts to quickly resolve 
disputes. 

But not so fast. In re¬ 
designing the rules, the 
government may have sim¬ 
ply traded one set of prob¬ 
lems for another. Ironical¬ 
ly, many of the new rules 
may actually end up cost¬ 
ing litigants more money 
and taking their cases 
longer to resolve. Here are 
some of those problems: 

• Small Claims Court ju¬ 
risdiction. The previous cap 
of $10,000 on all small 
claims will be raised to 
$25,000. While, at first 
blush, this appears to 
favour employees, who can 
now pursue more substan¬ 
tial claims without the ne¬ 
cessity of retaining coun¬ 
sel, I have various con¬ 
cerns. The Small Claims 
court is already flooded 
with lawsuits and a roster 
of “deputy judges” that sel¬ 
dom have the time or train¬ 
ing to resolve disputes 
without a trial. It is not un¬ 
usual to wait up to a year 
for a trial or to appear on 
your court date only to 
have the matter resched¬ 
uled. Once the caseload in¬ 
creases, by proceeding in 
this forum, litigants will in¬ 
evitably end up waiting 
even longer. 

• Timelines for mandato¬ 
ry mediation will be ex¬ 
tended. This will simply be 
used as a tool for defen¬ 
dants to postpone dealing 
with employee lawsuits. 
Currently, mandatory me¬ 
diation sessions, where a 
majority of employment 
cases settle, must occur 
within a few months from 


when the claim began. Of¬ 
ten, it is the only tool em¬ 
ployees have to force mat¬ 
ters to proceed swiftly. This 
will soon be gone and with 
it, employees will spend 
more time and money be¬ 
fore settling their cases or 
arguing them before a 
judge. 

• Claims from $25,000 to 
$100,000 will now be “sim¬ 
plified claims.” 

In an employ¬ 
ment law¬ 
suit, employ- i 
ees’ cases i 
don’t get 
better over ' 
time — they 
get worse. 

With a premi¬ 
um on speedy resolu¬ 
tions, many employment 
lawyers opted to proceed 
with simplified claims 
which provided a more 
streamlined procedure 
for trying cases, 
through prohibiting \ 
employers’ typical 
strategies of delay. 
However, employers 
will now be permitted ' 


to engage in examinations 
for discovery, which were 
previously forbidden, un¬ 
der this rule. Scheduling 
the examination and ob¬ 
taining “undertakings,” 
which are answers to ques¬ 
tions that were avoided un¬ 
der oath, will now be an 
important element of all 
simplified cases, which 
renders them no longer 
simple at all. The re¬ 
sult is that 
these 
claims 
will cost 
employ¬ 
ees 
more 
and take 
longer to 
resolve under this rule 
than before and, as 
most claims fall within 
I this monetary jurisdic¬ 
tion, few employees will 
| be able to avoid it.

Hannah Georgas isn’t your 
typical Walmart shopper. 
She admits to shopping 
there maybe once or twice 
in her life. 

Which is strange, since 
she’s the current voice of 
the Walmart back-to- 
school TV ad campaign. 

“I don’t even own a TV,” 
laughs Georgas in an inter¬ 
view from her East Van¬ 
couver home. 

The spot has been run¬ 
ning for several weeks 
across North America. 
Overtop images of worried 
moms packing kids off to 
college, Georgas sings a 
catchy little jingle in an al¬ 
most childlike voice:
